dling of visa for Aruba, 
Curacao, Sint Maarten, 
Bonaire, Saba and St. 
Eustatius is a little more 
flexible. 

This flexibility con¬ 
sists of 2 parts; 

1. Persons with 


the following national¬ 
ity w^ho requires a visa 
for entering Aruba, but 
have a valid visa for 
multiple entrances to 
the Lf.S., Canada and 
the Schengen territories 
will be excluded. 

2. Persons of all 


nationality who requires 
a visa to enter in Aruba 
but have a jnultiple en¬ 
trance visa to the 
Schengen territories 
will be excluded. In 
other words they do not 
need a visa. 

Flexibility; 


A few^ years back Aruba 
has introduced some 
flexibility regarding the 
management of visa to 
Colombia, to stimulate 
tourism to come to our 
island. They are high 
class persons whth a lot 
of purchasing power. 

After its success this 
same flexibility was in¬ 
troduced to other coun¬ 
tries in the Dutch 
Kingdom and more na¬ 
tionalities W'^ere added 
to it. 

The first part (see 
chart) is an initiative of 
Aruba which was intro¬ 
duced in the Dutch 
Kingdom in October of 
last year. First all the 
countries of the Dutch 
Kingdom had to discuss 
it and now' it was finally 
accepted. 


‘Civil AX^ming For Ukraine As Troops, Tanks Push 



IZYUM, April 15,2014 
(AFP) - Russia warned 
on Tuesday that 
Ukraine w^'as on the 
brink of "civil war" 
after Kiev's leaders 
pushed troops and tanks 
toward a flashpoint 
eastern city to counter a 
separatist surge backed 
by Moscow'. 


The 20 tanks and ar¬ 
moured personnel carri¬ 
ers were the most 
forceful response yet by 
Kiev's Western-backed 
government to the pro- 
Kremlin militants’ occu¬ 
pation of state biiildi ngs 
in nearly 10 cities 
across Ukraine's rust 
belt. 


Ukrainian forces set up 
a cement road barrier 
and began checking 
traffic leading to 
Slavyansk while fight¬ 
ers and attack helicop¬ 
ters circled overhead. 

The economically de¬ 
pressed industrial city 
of 100,000 that has been 
under effective control 
of separatist gunmen 
since Saturday. 

"They must be w'arned 
that if they do not lay 
down their arms, thev 
will be destroyed," 
Ukrainian Security 


Seivice (SBU) General 
Vasyl Krutov told a 
group of reporters 
tracking the sudden 
tank movements. 

He insisted that the mil¬ 
itants W''ere receiving 
support from several 
hundred soldiers from 
the Russian army's 
Main Intelligence Di¬ 
rectorate (GRU) that 
had been dispatched to 
Slavyansk and sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

Witnesses told AFP that 
at least two Ukrainian 
military helicopters had 
landed in the nearby 


towm of Kramatorsk 
with reinforcements for 
the offensive. 

One Slavyansk resident 
told Kiev’s private 
ICTV television that the 
insurgents had begun 
reinforcing barricades 
and set up two machine- 
guns along one of the 
main entrance to the 
city. 

Kiev's response to the 
eastern insurgency 

prompted Russian 
Prime Minister Dmiti'y 
Medvedev to w'arn that 
"Ukiaine is on the brink 
of civil war — it’s fright¬ 
ening".

The 
cash-adjusted hiiaiicial 
dehcit fell to Afl. 346.3 
mi 111 on in 2013. down 
from an Afl. 420.7 mil¬ 
lion deficit registered in 

2012. At the end of 
Dec. 2013, the ^overn- 
111 elites outstanding 
debt amounted to Afll 
3,412.4 million, which 
IS Afl. 333,5 million or 
11.0 percent higher 
than the lev’el recorded 
at the end of Dec. 
2012. 

Financial operations 
In the fou rth quarter of 

2013, total government 
revenue expanded by 
Afl. 42.0 million (+15.3 
percent) to Afl. 303.6 
111 i Hi on, c o mpQ red to 
the corresponding 
quarter of 2012. This 
increase resulted mainly 
from an Afl. 31.1 mil¬ 
lion growth m nontax 
revenue arising from 
upturns m divi dends 
distributions and grants. 
Similarly, ta.\ revenue 
registered a rise o fAfl. 
1(19 million, stemming 
from income surges in 
almost every ta.x cate¬ 
gory' except for modest 
declines in taxes on in¬ 
come and proht and 
taxes on pro- 
perhr'. Categories regis¬ 
tering the most notable 
growth were seiwice 
taxes (+Afl. 4.3 million)

Some Important rules 
are: 

The liability 
disclaimer of Country 
Aruba /APA was 
amended. This law 
avoids that Aruba can 
be made responsible for 
any damage to ships 
due to errors made by 
pilots. The pilots also 
are not responsible un¬ 
less it can be proved 
that they erred on pur¬ 
pose 

All ships must 
use a pilot, 

The pilots must 
follow a course to know 
all pilotage regulations.

India top court recognises transgenders 

as 'third gender' 


NEW DELHI(AFP) - 
India's highest court 
ruled Tuesday that a 
person can be legally 
recognised as gender- 
neutrah a landmark 
judgement that raises 
hopes of an end to dis¬ 
crimination against 
severatmillion trans¬ 
genders and eunuchs. 
The Supreme Court 
aiso said transgenders 
shouid be included in 
government welfare 
schemes offered to 
other minority groups 



in a bid to pull them out of the impoverished margins of Indian society. 'Transgen¬ 
ders are citizens of this country and are entitled to education and all other rights/' 
Justice K.3. Radhakrishnan told the court while handing down the ruling. The case 
was filed in 2012 by a group of petitioners including prominent eunuch and activist 
Laxmi Narayan Tripathi seeking recognition for the transgender population and 
equal rights under the law. Transgenders and eunuchs or hijras - a term for cross¬ 
dressers and men who have been castrated — often live on the extreme fringes of 
India's culturally conservative society. Transgenders are often seen as inauspi¬ 
cious and even cursed in traditional Hindu culture. Many resort to prostitution, beg¬ 
ging or menial Jobs that leave them mired in poverty. The ruling, hailed as landmark 
by activists, comes Just months after the same court reinstated a ban on gay sex 
and sparked accusations it was dragging the country back to the 19th century. Gay 
sex had been effectively legalised in 2009 when the Delhi High Court ruled that a 
section of the penal code prohibiting '’carnal intercourse against the order of na¬ 
ture" was an infringement of fundamental rights. 


That reform tame after a 
lawsuit alleging atrocities by 
Chinese leaders ilt Tibet, 
which annoyed Chinai a 
major trading partner of 
Spain. 

Rights groups have criti¬ 
cised the reform, saying it 
puts economic and diplo¬ 
matic interests betore 
human rights.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Low blood sugar jsn't 
good tor marital bliss because it makes spouses 
more prohe to anger and aggression^ says a new 
study out Monday. 

Tlae landings are based on experiments with 
107 married couples asked to moiaitortlaeir glu¬ 
cose levels betore breaktast and bed every day tor 
21 days. 

In addition, researchers gave them yoodoo 
dolls representing their significant other along 
with 51 pins. They were then told that^ at the end 
each day over the three-week period, they^ should 
secretly stick pins into the dolls indicating how 
angry they were with their better half! 

Turns out that the lower the spouses blood 
sugar levels, the more pins he or she stuck into 
the dolls, 

'When they had lower blood glucose, they telt 
angrier and took it out on the dolls representing 
th eir spouse."' said lead study author Brad Bush¬ 


man of Oh lo State University.

Yahoo sees signs of growth in 'core* 


NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Yahoo reported a 
strong er-th a ii-ex p ecte d 
first-quarter profit Tues¬ 
day, results hailed by 
chief executive .Marissa 
Mayer as sliowing 
growth in the Web 
giant's "core" business. 

The California Inter¬ 
net company said it 
earned S312 million on 
revenues of S 1.1 billion, 
topping most analyst 
forecasts. 

Profits were down 20 
percent from a year ago 
with levenues nearly flat 
for Yahoo, which has 
been making major shifts 
under Mayer, a former 
Google executive. 

"If you look at our 
core businesses which 
w^e define as search and 
display you see an im¬ 
portant shift,'’ Mayer 
said in an earnings call. 

"Our search revenue 
grew nine percent year 
over year, marking our 


ninth consecutive quar¬ 
ter of sjrowlh.” 

Mayer said Yahoo’s 
mobile service w^as at¬ 
tracting more than 430 
million monthly users. 

"More than half of 
Yahoo's total montlily 
audience joins us on a 
mobile device," she said, 

Yahoo sliares vaulted 
higher by some 6.7 per¬ 
cent in after-hours trade 
following the release to 
$36.50. 

Victor Anthony at 
Topeka Capital Markets 
said in a research note 
that Yahoo's revenue 
w as slightly better than 
expected and tliat he W'^as 
"cautiously optimistic 
on the core" outlook. 

Linder Maver, Yahoo 
has been revamping 
many of its offerings 
while emphasizing mo¬ 
bile seiTices and using 
cash for a series of ac¬ 
quisitions. 

Yahoo is also mov¬ 


ing more into video, 
with plans for its origi¬ 
nal television programs 
in the works. 

Maver said the com- 
pany is making head¬ 
way in boosting mobile, 
both in terms of search 
and in apps, which have 
leading positions on 
mobile platforms sucii 
as Apple's iOS and 
Google Android. 

Yahoo is also a key 
shareholder in Chinese 
Web giant Alibaba, 
wdiich is in the process 
of launching an initial 
public offering in the 
LInited States. 

After an IPO, Yahoo, 
one of the early in¬ 
vestors in Alibaba, has 
the right to sell its re¬ 
maining shares. 

The IPO is expected 
to be the largest in the 
tech space since Face- 
book's in 2012, with Al¬ 
ibaba’s value estimated 
at some $150 billion.
